LOEW GETS OUT 
KEITH GETS IN 


Philadelphia Situation Thoroly Clarified When Marcus 
Loew Assigns His Leaseholds on Metropolitan and 
Chestnut Street Theaters—Pictures Now 
Running in the Opera House

Philadelphia, Dec. 15.—The Chesinut Street Opera House wil open early 
in Janu:ry, under the management of B. F. Keith, who will lace a stock 
company there, similar to the organization which disbanded Oct«ber 11, after 
six years at the Chestnut Street Theater. The company will b-ar the name 
of B. F. Keith’s Orpheum Players, and will produce the satie high-class 
dramas and comedies which made the Orpheum Players so popular. Closing 
the Chestnut Street Theater was made necessary by the drastic laws recently 
put in force by the municipal building and fire prevention depar ments, whose 
demands would have made imperativ the expenditure of sor:e $50,000 on 
the property. 

Their new home has been thoroly remodeled and imgjroved by the 
owners, in accordance to the suggestions of the city authoriti-s, and is now 
ready for occupancy, which will only be delayed until a comy:tent company 
can be engaged and rehearsed. 

The legal tangle over the leasing of the Chestnut Stree Opera House 
to Marcus Loew, by the Nixon & Zimmerman firm, who were enjoined from 
sub-letting without the permission of the owners (University «f Pennsylvania 
Trustees), was straightened out Saturday. Mr. Loew has asg:gned his lease 
on the property to Mr. Keith, who is accepted as a tenant a lessee by the 
University of Pennsylvania Trustees, who have formally rafffied the docu- 
ment as an agreement between the original lessee (Nixon Zimmerman) 
and B. F. Keith. 

Mr. Loew has also surrendered his interest in the Me 
House to a new organization, known as the Philadelphia A 
pany. The latter is composed of J. Fred Zimmerman, B. 
Nixon-Nirdlinger and Jules Mastbaum, and one of the ter 
between them and Mr. Loew was that ail litigation against 
be discontinued. This refers to the several suits instituted a 
people here by Fred Nixon-Nirdlinger, which have already 
length in the columns of The Billboard. 

The Loew attorneys and representativs have also sign@d agreements 
protecting Nixon-Nirdlinger from possible prosecution or suit@ for damages, 
ard releasing him from liability for any individual claims whiéh might arise 
as a result of his causing the arrest of Joseph Schenck and other Loew 
lieutenants. 

The conclusion of hostilities between the different forces, which have 
been made unwilling “warriors” by the publicity given to unfounded rumor 
thru the medium of certain publications, leaves the vaudevil field in Phila- 
delphia practically covered by managers whose interests will not conflict in 
any way, owing to the harmonious feeling of all, and their determination to 
not attempt opposing one another by cutting prices, or locating too close 
together in the future. 

This is prominently exemplified by the action of M. W. Taylor in im- 
mediately agreeing to replace vaudevil performances at his new Orpheum 
Theater in Germantown with traveling shows of a different nature on the 
date of the opening of Nixon-Nirdlinger’s new Colonial, which is close by, 
with vaudevil attractions. 

Jules Mastbaum, who is the new party to the friendly amusement pur- 
veyors’ undertakings, is a prominent real estate broker of the firm of Mast- 
baum, Fleisher & Mastbaum. He has conducted several vaudevil and picture 
houses on Market street, which were formerly owned by Sigmund Lubin, and 
have been always considered “opposition” to the high-class vaudevil theaters 
in the center of the city. 

Mr. Mastbaum is also the head of .the Central Amusement Company, 
which has had offices in the Palace Theater Building, on Market street near 
Thirteenth, and has been engaged in exploiting small acts and feature motion 
pictures, and his entrance into the agreements between the theatrical pro- 
moters and managers at this time makes further talk of “war” or “opposi- 
tion” ridiculous in Philadelphia. 

The Metropolitan Opera House opened today under the new management, 
with eight reels of feature moving pictures, at an admission price of ten 
cents. It is planned to run the eight reels thru once each afternoon, and 
twice each evening, and the future policy of the house as regards the ad- 
mission prices, number of shows daily, and film service to be used, will be

New York, Dec. 8.—The regular monthly meet 
ing of the Motion Picture Exbibiters’ Aasoct- 
ation of Greater New York was held at the 
Imperia| Hotel bere today. The small rooms 
allotted for the meeting were soon crowded 
to overflowing asd it was found necessary to 
adjourn to larger quarters in order to seat the 
members. 

Auvwng otber city officials present, Chief of 
Bureau of Licenses Wallace addrest the ep- 
t‘usiustic listeners and received a great ovation. 
Mr. Wallace exprest bis friendship for the 
exhibitor, and among other things, memtioned 
bis intention of recalling all ‘temporary 
licenses’’ before the expiration of bis affice, 
which will take place the first of the sew year, 
and askt for the co-operation of the exhibitor 
to enable him to issue permauent licenses ts 
place of the temporary permits which were 
granted. 

Another prominent speaker of the afternoons 
was W. Stephen Buox«h, of The Moving Ptetare 
World, who spoke on the evil of giving prizes 
and “country steres’’ in connection with pie 
ture shows to increase the patronage.

President Trigger addrest the member on the 
unfairness of the ‘‘standees"’ ordinance, and 
vehemently protested against the methods of 
the Fire Prevention Bureaa in enforcing the 
ordinance.

Not one popular song was rendered and too 
much dancing was on view. Henrietta Cros- 
man & (o., five men and two women, presented 


Dolly Madison, a one-act comedy playlet by Ed- 
gar Allan Woolf. The scene is laid in the 
East SRoom of the White Mouse at Washington 


before it was burned by the British in 1814. 
Miss Crosman, as Dolly Madison, gave a 
satisfactory performance, but the sketch is 


net for vaudevil. There is too much red fire 
and “kind applause’’ methods running thruout 
with the Star Spangled Banner, the rescuing 
of the picture of George Washington and, 
finally, the waving of Old Glory. Every possible 
situation was indulged in to put Dolly Madison 
over. 


No. 1—The Hartley Wonders, one man, one 
woman, displayed an excellent jumping act in 
which the female member aids with spurts of 
comedy. The man is clever and executes some 
wonderful tricks in an artistic manner. Eleven 
minutes, full stage, one bow.

No. 4—Chris Richards danced himself into 
popular favor and scored with mach to spare. 
His grotesque lecmania won no end of laufter 
and the finish was big. Ten minutes tn one, 
three bows. 

No. 5—Henrietta Crosman & Co., did not do 
80 well, owing to the texture of the sketch.

When we opened our program at the Palace 
this afternoon and glanced over the line-up we 
said to ourselves: “Gee, this is a great show’’—

BRAND NEW STUFF 


Pulled by Borden & Shannon 
and Manager Royal at 
Keith’s, Cincy 


An act was written in less than three min- 
utes at B. F. Keith’s Theater Sunday after- 
poon, and it closed the show, working thirty- 
five minutes, and was a riot. This is considered 
a record in vaudevil circles. The story sur- 
rounding the whys and wherefores of this is 
quite interesting: 

Borden and Shannon, an act scheduled for No. 
4 position on the bill, did not arrive in Cincin- 
neti until thelr turn on the program bad come 
and gone, and incidently their trunks did not 
come along with them, they arriving at nine 
o'clock Sunday night. Borden and Shannon did 
not want to lose the money for the Sunday 
afternoon performance, and yet did not know 
what they could de. Bert Williams was on the 
‘stage and only one more act to go. Finally in 
talking the matter over with Manager J. F. 
Royal, Borden and Roya] hit upon a scheme, by 
sending the act out after the Five Idainias had 
finisht and presenting it just as if there was no 
audience in the house, as they do regularly every 
Sunday or Monday morning before opening. 


Royal called the stage hands together, tipt 
them wise as to what was going on, but didn’t 
tel] any of the other performers. Jake Bohrer, 
the orchestra leader, was let into the scheme, 
and just as soon as the curtain dropt on the 
Five Idainias the audience started to walk out, 
when suddenly they lookt around and saw a 
boy and girl in street clothes handing their 
music over to the orchestra leader. Borden told 
how they had just got in and intended to re- 
hearse their act for the night show.e The audi- 
ence were surprised and stood still for a few 
minutes and then walkt back to their seats. 
Stage Manager Buck pulled up the Olio drop 
and showed the bare stage. The audience saw 
the other performers on the bill walking too and 
fro, and the latter never knew that the cur- 
tain was up. They were talking to each other 
and the situation was a scream. The stage 
hands started sweeping up with their sawdust, 
and Bert Williams was with the black 
make-up off of one side of his face, down talk- 


seen 


ing to the stage manager, telling him about 
light enes, and all the time Borden and Shan- 
non, who played half of their regular act and 
a lot of improvised material, went thru their 
rehearsal, but they never finisht a song, as 


some stage hand would roll an eleffnt barre! 
under their legs and disconcert then,. 

The audicnce was in an uproar and this con 
tinued for thirty-five minutes. Berden and 
Shannon were playing a duet at thelr piano 
when one of the stage hands. whe had been 
sent ort to get Stage Manager Buck's lunch, 
was sent across in one, and Manager Royal 
told him to yell out to Borden and Shannon to 
come out and get something to eat as they must 
be hungry. The curtain came down on Borden 
and Shannon grabbing a cheese sandwich and 
murdering it in the first degree. They took 


ten bows and the audience went out arguing as 
to whether it was their regular act or whether 
it was really put on on the spur of the moment. 
After the couple had finisht their act, @very 
performer on the bill congratulated them on 
their nervy but clever exhibition. The man 
who was most pleased, however, was Manager 
Royal, who, for the time being, was prodcer, 
stage manager and writer of books and lyri¢s.

Heim held the big spot at the Hippodrome 
this week and hold it well. ‘This is the first 
time we have had these two clever kiddies in the 
popular Loop houses this season and we are 
hoping that we will have them with us often 
in the near future. The boy is a wonderful 
fellow, versatile in comedy and an artist thru- 
out. The girl is neat and pleasing in her 
polite little way and sings sonzs that please 
unconsciously.

Theatrical trade weeklies have a 
mission to perform, and that mission 
is, logically, to truly represent the gen- 
eral amusement profession—to ad- 
vance the individual and collectiv in- 
terest of manager and performer in 
every branch of the amusement pro- 
fession. 


The interests of performer and man- 
ager are so closely allied that what 
benefits or injures either party to the 
compact of furnishing entertainment 
injures the other. There are many 
vital questions that can never be 
amicably settled until both manager 
and performer make concessions. 


The question of employment, profit- 
able and consecutiv, is the vital sub- 
ject to the performer. The question 
of conducting theaters with profit is 
the vital issue with the manager. 
Trite though these statements may be, 
upon their adjustment, with fairness 
to everybody, hinges the welfare of 
the amusement profession. 


And in the settlement of these dif- 
ferences the general public will al- 
ways be an important factor. Every

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The manner and method of observ- 
ing Sunday vitally affects the theatri- 
cal profession—it is the pet hobby of 
the politician who is making a “grand- 
stand play.” or the “reformer” who is 
grinding his own axe. Vaudevil on 
Sunday interests the general public, 
the performer and the manager. It is 
maintained by everybody, save the re- 


formers, that it is better to have an 
entertainment for young and old to 


of the three or four hundred larger 5 atten on Sundays in the big cities 


| New York, the subject of Sunday en- 
' tertainment is being agitated—revived 
, because New Yorkers lately elected 
‘John Purroy Mitchel mayor of the 
town on a non-part san ticket. 


New York State has laws bearing 
upon Sunday entertainment. Lawyers 
have for many years interpreted them 
in various ways—always, individually, 
as the lawyers were employed to in- 
terpret them. That particular issue is 


“neither here nor there” in considering 
the purpose of this editorial. 


We started to say something about 
the mission of theatrical newspapers, 
and have led up to the following state- 
ment of opinion: We believe it is the 
mission of theatrical trade papers to 
encourage the employment of vaudevil 
artists in Sunday entertainments. We 
also believe that managers should be 
encouraged in giving Sunday enter- 
tainments for the employment of 
vaudevil artists. 


If New York vaudevil and burlesque 
theaters, and the “combination” 
houses which give Sunday vaudevil, 
were forced to stop Sunday shows, one 
thousand (estimated) vaudevil artists 
would every Sunday be directly and in- 
directly affected. The extra work, for 
Sunday only, would mean a loss to 
vaudevil performers of thousands up- 
on thousands of dollars—an amount 
so great that it is impossible to esti- 
mate the loss to this class of theatrical 
performers. 


Arguing that our estimate is correct, 
52,000 vaudevil artists would suffer 
every year—the sacrifice of income 
would be enormous. Whatever influ- 
ence The Billboard possesses shall be 
used in the interest of these 52,000 
friends of the paper. 


Losing the enormous weekly income 
from their box-office would compel 
the theater managers, in self-defense, 
to retrench in every item of expense. 
It is fair to presume that artists who 
are now employed upon the basis of 
seven days per week (whether their 
contract so stipulates or not) would 
be compelled to suffer in financial con- 
sideration along with the theater em- 
ployees and attaches who are also 
vitally concerned. 


The Billboard carries no brief for 


the manager—or the performer. We 
want both manager and performer as 
our friends, and have no hesitancy in 
saying so. But the owner of The Bill- 
board knows that it costs money to 
run a newspaper, and presumes (with 
reasonable facts at command) that it 
costs money to run a theater. The 
money to pay salaries comes in at the 
box-office window. If the box-office is 
closed, that one great, big. money- 
making Sunday in the week, the owner 
of the theater, the artist he employs 
and the people who help him conduct 
his theater must suffer. 


Don't get the foolish idea into your 
| head that the manager is going to bear 
ALL the loss. The performer and 
house employee must share in the de- 
ficit which will arise as between the 
gross receipts at the box-office with 
and without Sunday entertainment. 


Extra work for scores of acts is 
created by the Sunday shows in New 
York. Several theaters that play com- 
binations and burlesque shows during 
the week must employ extra acts for 
their entire program. Figure what the 
loss would be to the vaudevil profes- 
sion if these one-day-only theaters 
were forced to abandon their Sunday 
shows—figure it for yourself; the sum 
estimates too big for The Billboard to 
consider in detail. 


| And in the agitation against Sunday 


vaudevil in New York, don't forget the 
large element of self-interest and re- 
venge which inspires it. “Getting 
hunk” at the expense of the entire 
vaudevil profession is a bad thing for 
the performer as well as the manager. 


More work is what the performer 
wants; more opportunity to earn 
money to pack away In the savings 
bank against old age, incapacity or any 
other kind of a “rainy day.” The man 
who agitates against the performer's 
opportunity to earn money is not much 
of a friend to the profession. And it 
is doubly unfortunate when that agita- 
tion is inspired by Malice.

HOVE 10 REVIVE FIGURE SKATING. 

In a quiet little village over in Finland is a 
modest monument erected by the peasants to 
the greatest exponent of artistic and daring 
tigure skating the United States has known. 
The simple legend on the monument reads: 
“Jacksou Haives, the American Skating King,” 
and Jackson Haines lis buried bem ath that 
monument, The United States, the greatest 
outdoor nation in the world, once led in this, 
the greatest outdoor pastime in the world, and 
it is ateut to regain its heners, Mr. Hiaines 
went to Kuro,e in 1864, He exhibited before 
the crowned heads, He became so popular 
that they uamed many things, from skating 
rinks to bab.es, in his henor. He was so auc- 
cessful that he remained there until his death. 
Haines was a vrufessional and received but 
little notice from the society leaders here. 
Today some of the leading seciety men are 
working to revive the popularity of fancy skat- 
ing. Irving Brokaw won the American amateur 
champ ‘onebip, Then bi gan the revival In 1908 
he wou the Continental style championship at 
St. Morttz, Switzerland. In the same year 
Geo. H. Browne, of the Cambridge Skating 
Club, Boston, publisht a book on international 
skating. In 1910 the Jackson Halnes skate, 
with a round toe and two stanchions, was 
brought back to the United States and manu 
factured as the best model here. The same 
year Mr. Brokaw publisht a book on the ‘Art 
of Skating.”’ and in 1911 American amateurs 
were tnvited to compete in the world’s 
pienthips, international style. Last year

THE DEVIL WITHIN. 


This production is a three-reel Ramo offer. 
ing, releast December 10, and contains plenty 
of action. Fotegrafy, good; settings, generally 
good; acting good. John Walker leaves almos- 
bis entire fortune to his son Jack, merely 
providing a small trust for his daughter Jane, 
who is married to James Gleason. Gleason is 
anxious to bave h’s wife inberit the family 
fortune. With the ald of a woman, Maude 
Barnes, he gets Jack implicated in an alleged 
theft so that he has to leave college in dis- 
grace. His father changes the will, as Gleason 
had counted on his doing, and Jack's father 
dies before bis son bas bad a chance to redeem 
himself. This is largely due to Gleason, who, 
by covert methods, succeeds in having bim dis 
charged every time he obtains a place. Jack 
even has to force an entrance to the house for 
a last look at bis dead father. His little niece 
finds bim there and gives him her locket. Giea- 
son, bearing Jack about, and having just opened 
the safe to make sure that the will read as he 
wished, seizes the youth and accuses him of 
burglary. The necklace makes the accusation 
all the stronger. Jack escapes and becomes a 
tramp. He decides to rob a house, but is saved 
from the crime by overbearing the owner's 
daughter praying. In leaving he falls and 
is burt. The kind farmer and his wife care tor 
him, and eventually give him work. He falls 
in love with the daughter. 

Meantime Maude Barnes is killed by a burglar, 
who enters ber apartment while he is there. 
The murderer escapes, and Gleason is connected 
with the crime so closely that be is certain to 
be convicted. He eludes the pursuing detectives 
by jumping from a moving train. Half dead 
from the injuries, be takes refuge in a barn, 
where Jack and a group of friends presently 
come for a barn dance. Jack discovers bim and 
is threatened with exposure to his sweetheart 
unless he gives ald. The barn catches fire, and 
Jack rescues Gleason. The fire, together witb 
his otber hurts, results fatally, but before he 
dies Gleason makes a statement which com- 
pletely clears Jack, and leads to his sister re 
Storing bis fortune.

BEN BOLT REVIEWED. 


This Solax production received considerable 
space in the local papers thruout the New Eng- 
land towns during the time it+was being en- 
acted, and caused no little interest among the 
inhabitants. The story is based on Thomas 
Dunn English’s well-known poem and contains 
many gripping situations. The picture gives 
an excellent portrayal of the quaint, old 
fashioned characters in the days gone by, and 
offers a number of interesting scenes, among 
which are the operating of a life boat, the Old 
Town Mill in New London, and the sailing of 
an old schooner. The settings are good, as is 
the acting of the company and the fotografy. 
The drama is in three reels and will be releast 
during the week of December 15. The important 
parts are capably handled by Joseph Levering, 
Clare Whitney, Fraunie Fraunbolz, Jack Burns 
and James O'Neill, the last-mentiond having 
also assisted Howell Hansel in the direction. 

Ben Bolt is engaged to Alice, who is also loved 
by another. The riva) gets Ben drunk and dis- 
graces him witb Alice’s father. Ben leaves ia 
his schooner and saves the lives of the men on 
board another ship, which is owned by Alice's 
father. In the meantime Mr. Lee is prest 
by creditors and is offered money by Ben's 
rival, provided he marries Alice. Lee scorns 
the offer and orders him out of the house. 
Enraged, the villaih hires several thugs, who 
throw Lee overboard while down at the wharf, 
and he is saved by Ben, who has just returned 
with Lee’s wreckt ship. Ben is forgiven and 
the marriage arranged. On his way to Alice's 
house Ben Is attackt by the thugs and taken to 
the old mill, Where he is bound to the spokes 
of the millwheel, and the water allowed to run 
thru the sluice to start the wheel. Ben is 
saved from a slow death by Rolling Stone, the 
comedian of the piece, and rushes to Alice's 
home, where he Is married. His rival then sets 
out to sea in Ben's schooner and ts seen by 
Rolling Stone, who rushes to the wedding with 
the news. Ben gives chase and boards the 
schooner, capturing the outlaws after a lively 
tussle. He returns to port with the prisoners 
and all ends happily. 


DEMONYTE., 


A drama, by Film Releases of America, deal 
ing with the Invention of a new explosiv, the 
possession of which is desired by different 
countries, and which is stolen by as anarchist, 


who canses all the trouble. The orivina! plot of 
the story is good, but at one time, when ®@ 
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¥ ' 
well-built young man is assailed by a young 


woman, it would seem that be would grapple 
with ber rather than flee to the top of a train 
and then jump to anotber moving train with the 
explosive, thereby causing the wreck. A _ very 
good scene of a wreck is portrayed, with shat- 
tered cars and debris heapt ap in a shapeless 
mass. The settings are excellent, fotografy 
fair, and the preduction is in three reels. 

Prof. Lincoln Whatley has. invented a new 
explosiv, more powerful than any other known. 
Among other governments, the United States 
sends its representativ to negotiate for its 
purchase. The higher circle of anarchists de- 
termine te get ““Demonyte’’ by’ means of money 
or violence. Lydia, Countess of Orloff, at the 
east of dice, must do the work. She secures 
a position as companion to .the Professor's 
daughter and succeeds in stealing one of the 
Demonyte caps. She has been observed by the 
Professor's prospectiv son-in-law, and when the 
theft is discovered they seize Lyd@a. The x-rays 
are turned upon her and the cap is discovered 
hidden in her mouth. Lydia then makes quite 
a remarkable escape, outrunning ber pursuers, 
who, at the start, were right after her. Lieut. 
Boston, the American agent, purchases the ex- 
plosiv and is offered double the price he pald 
for it by Lydia. He refuses to sel] and Lydia 
follows him. Boarding a train, he falls asleep 
in a seat with his suit case on his knees. Lydia 
sits beside him, and in an effort to open the 
case, awakens him. He then flees to the top 
of the train pursued by Lydia, and jumps to 
the top of another train going the opposite way, 
which causes a terrific explosion. Prof. What- 
ley hears of the affair and is much disturbed, 
Feeling that Demonyte is too wicked a force 
with which to menace life, he blows up the 
laboratory in which was workt out the master- 
work of his lHfe. 


LEAH ELESCHNA. 


Leah Kleschna, a story from the pen of C. 
M. S. McLellan, produced in three reels by the 
Famous Players Film Co., with Carlotta Nillson 
in the stellar role, affords a splendid portrayal 
of a woman's regeneration and illustrates the 
bravery and cunning of a master thief.

Kleschna 
determines, before leaving France, to steal the 
famous Sy!vian necklace from Paul, intended for 
Claire. He compels Leah to assist him in this 
evil enterprise Kleschna forces a window, by 
which Leah enters Paul’s house, where she is 
suddenly confronted by Paul, in whom she 
tecognizes her hero. He sympathetically ques- 
tions her, and learns the story of her past life 
and criminal training. At this moment, Raoul! 
enters, and Paul hides Leah. Raou! accidentally 
Qnds her in the house, and in an outburst of 
Jealousy, accuses both Leah and Paul.

Five really great acts, and three that may 
be classed as good as in any company, consti- 
tute the bill, which, by most diligent effort, 
could not be framed twice in an average sea- 
son by the most skillful booking agent. The 
show builds up from an idca) start, and its 
progress discloses a diversity of specialties 
and totals really high-grade vaudevil enter- 
tainment. The first number started at 8:35; it 
was unfortunate that 8:20 could not have been 
the time, as at the end of the show the im- 
patient persons in the audience missed one of 
the greatest acrobatic acts a bunch of women 
ever displayed. 

No. 1—Gordon and Rica were a choice se- 
jection #s the starters. Their diversified special- 
ty (bicycling, singing, dancing and comedy 
patter) is presented in excellent style, and 
their reward was four sincere recalls; seven 
teen minutes, full stage. 

No. 2—With apologies to the programmer, 
We protest the billing of Ethel Mae Baker as 
“Juvenile Virtuoso.’"’ The juvenile part of it 
handicaps her, for years have fled since she 
left that classification, She's a fine violinist, 
and pretty. She just passes on her opening 
costume and selection, but her final change 
presents her most becomingly and she spreads 
herself musically. Altogether pleasing and 
quite a hit. Fifteen minutes, one; three bows. 

No. 3—Bernard Reinold and Company, in 
How Hoffmeister Did It; Katherine De Barry. 
Marian Chapman end John J. McMahon, sup 
porting. Mighty funny sketch, played to the 
last ounce of its possibilities by clever in- 
terpreters. Plentifully intersperst German ex- 
pressions and lines seemed to particularly de 
light the large number who could ‘‘versteh.”’ 
Everybody lauft all of the time and there were 
six curtains. Thirty minutes, full stage; in- 
terior. 

No. 4—The really great acts startea with 
Exidie Borden and Irene Shannon. Fast work- 
ers, snappy dancers, both man and woman 
putting over comedy with an effectiv punch— 
they swept their audience before them in 
whirlwinds of applause and laufter. Clever 
ness and adroitness split fifty-fifty between the 
brilliant couple. Fifteen minutes, one; six 
bows, and they could have ‘‘stolen’’ a few more. 

No, 5—The second really great act is Kath- 
leen Clifford. This girl always suffers thru be- 
ing superior in her art for average apprecia- 
tion. She works so deftly, her artistry is so 
fine and her talents are pitcht so daintily that 
she never gets full credit or ample reward for 
the thought and application she has devoted 
to her offering. Her study of ‘‘types” stands 
alone in American vandevil. Only in English 
music halls can her class be found; and at that 
her “girl” ranks with the superlativ daintiness 
of Clarice Mayne, and her “boy” is every inch, 
in art and virility, the equal of Vesta Tilly. 
The audience followed her ‘“‘shadowgrafs” in 
costume changing with interest; they applauded 
and appreciated her art, but nowhere near in 
proportion to the merits of the creations. Kath- 
leen Clifford is a really wonderful artist 
Thirteen minutes in one, three bows. 

No. 6.—No greater exemplification of animal 
training has been seen on stage or in arena 
than in the work of Orford’s Elephants, The 
girl beautifies the picture with ber grace and 
charm as a dancer; but the elefants are the 
whole act and they do some surpassing stuff. 
Third of the really great acts, Fifteen minutes 
full stage. Great hit. 

No. 7—Bert Williams. The name of the act 
tells its own story of greatness in art and 
entertainment. Williams here starts his return 
season to vaudevil. He should never be al- 
lowed to eseape. He atands alone in two 
classes; greatest representativ of his race, and 
greatest single entertainer on the American 
stage. Twenty-five minutes of -pure delight, 
the andience in convulsion of laufter and weary 
from applanse.
